Kellman stated this will create 10,000 new jobs In Missouri, provides for background checks, and through the audit 
process allows for transparency.

In Opposition of HB 130 

Basil Rudawsky (St. Louis County Cob Company) 

Rudawsky stated he has been working with Sen. Schatz's office to create parity language. He stated what they have 
developed doesn't change the existing language, it just includes cabs wherever Transportation Network Companies 
(TNCs) are mentioned. Rudawsky asks that whichever version of the bill moves forward, that cabs are given the 
equitable treatment in that language. 

• Sen. Schatz asked If Sen. Onder had any objections to this language? Rudawsky stated they were meeting 
with him this afternoon, but he was not aware of Sen. Onder having any objections. 

• Sen. Schatz Indicate he wants this to create a level playing field with no special carve outs. 

• Sen. Romine asked Rep. Matthews if he was comfortable with this language? Rep. Matthews Indicated that if 
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cab companies need legislative changes they should propose them. He Indicated elements would still be different 
and that no he Is not comfortable with it as It Is. 

• Sen. Curls stated that the elderly and disabled are two groups she is concerned for and wants to make sure 
cabs are protected also. 

• Rep. Matthews Indicated that a taxi can register as a TNC. He indicated that things in the bill goes a long way 
toward parity, but when it comes to insurance cabs don't want parity. Rep. Matthews states that TNCs will 
have $1M in insurance and cabs only have $400,000. 

• Rep. Matthews Indicated there is nothing in the bill to stop cabs from operating. 

• Sen. Schatz asked if cabs would be alright with the same level of insurance. Rudawsky indicated the TNC 
insurance was not available to the general public and that it is a special TNC policy. He stated that commercial 
policies are for 24/7 and Uber's policy only has $1M when they are on a trip, not any other times. Rudawsky 
stated it would be an unfair hardship to have the $1M policy. Sen. Schatz stated he was not sure it would 
create that much of a hardship. Rudawsy stated that last year Uber was alright with the cabs having a 
different insurance level. 

(?)Robert Glenn (St. Louis Taxi Driver) 

Glenn indicated he has to pay for yearly physicals and taxes and that those cost should be applied to all. 

?? (St. Louis Taxi Driver) 

?? stated he has been a taxi driver for 21 years and that business is down because of Uber. He stated that the same 
rules and regulations should apply to all. ?? indicated that every year he has to pay $125 for a license, $50 for a 
physical, and $50 for a drug test. He stated cabs have to pay $4 every time they go to the airport and Uber drivers 
don't. ?? stated that the Taxi Commission can pull him over for not being in uniform, not shaving, etc. Sen. Schatz 
stated he believes that cab are overregulated by the Taxi Commission. 

?? (St. Louis Metro Taxi Driver) 

?? indicated he drove cabs from 1987 to 94 and since 1994 has worked as a ??. He stated all they want is equal 
protection under the law. He stated that the taxi industry is caught up with the technology and can take credit cards 
and PayPal. 

(?)Darrln Holeman (Cab Driver for 5 Years, St. Louis Area) 

Holeman stated he has worked in law enforcement in the past and that standards mean something. He stated that 
children and elderly can count on cab drivers to be drug free and meet other standards. Holeman stated that Uber 
drivers have standards, but the taxi cab standards are more strict and he urges the committee to be fair. 

• Sen. Curls stated that the cabs are over regulated by the Taxi Commission and hopes that can be worked out. 

• Holeman indicated he believes in have standards.

John Bardgett (Lobbyist for St. Louis Metro Taxi Corporation) 

Bardgett indicated this is a great service for cities and counties and that if a couple of state statutes could be removed 
the Taxi Commission could rewrite the code to ease regulation. He indicated the proposed language to allow cabs to 
pick annually if they want to be a TNC or a Taxi would be difficult for the Industry to manage and hard to regulate. 

Biii Gambie (Lobbyist City of Kansas City) 

Gamble indicated Kansas City wants to remain neutral and that they appreciate the audit language and want to work 
with the committee and cabs to maintain parity. He stated a few points for the committee to keep in mind: 

• The meters in cabs need to be regulated and checked. 

• Uber has transparency on rates charged, but that taxi rates need to be regulated. 

• Cabs have a designated lot at airports for security. 

• Drivers need to be fingerprinted for security. 

Gamble stated that Kansas City is willing to work with all, but that a rental car agency is out language shopping and 
has proposed language which undoes the fee which supports the Sprint Center. He stated this will unravel Kansas 
City's ability to pay off its bonds. 

• Sen. Curls asked about if this was a local tax or fee. Gamble stated they had ran it past their legal group and 
feel firmly that it will affect the funding source voted on by people. 

• Sen. Munziinger asked if the meters were not already checked by the Department of Agriculture? Gamble 
stated they check them. 
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Rep. Matthews stated that Bardgett's reference to cabs picking whether they want to be a TNC or cab annually is not 
in this year's bill.

Lee indicated that 6% to 10% of women coming into prison are pregnant and often they have higher risk pregnancies. 
He stated the national commission has recommendations for procedures which are in this bill and that they are in 
favor of the bill. 

• Sen. Schatz asked if these are best practices? Lee stated yes on when to shackle and when not to and that 
these were worked out in last year's legislation. 

• Sen. Romine asked if last year's changes are In the current language. Lee stated it was his understanding they 
were. 

Katheryn Curves (Mizzou Law Student) 

Curves gave an example of a case where a pregnant lady had been shackled and stated there are two cases the ACLU 
are working on currently. 

• Sen. Romine asked if this addresses the changes from last year? Curves stated it does. 

Theresa O'Brien (3^^ Year Mizzou Low Student) 

O'Brien stated that last year there were 64 births where mothers were shackled and this poses a greater risk to both 
the mother and the baby. She stated that shackles should only be used in extreme circumstances and they should be 
the least restrictive as possible. She stated that all that is needed is education for the officers and Inmates. 

(?)Rita Landoit 

Landolt indicated this creates dangers to women and babies. 

Alice Dreith (Executive Director NARAL Pro-Choice Missouri) 

Dreith stated we need to establish minimum standards and was glad to see this included postpartum offenders. 

Sara Baker (American Civil Liberties Union, Missouri) 

She Indicated there are two cases currently in Missouri and that they support the bill. 

Kaycee Nail (Lobbyist March of Dimes, Missouri) 

Nail indicated shackling puts both the mother and child at serious health risk. 

Mary Beck (Clinical Professor Emerita Low, Mizzou) 

Beck stated her students have helped in writing this legislation and that the Mennonite communities locally take the 
inmate's babies and raise them until the mother is released and then they help the mother to get reintegrated in 
society. She stated it Is from this Mennonite community that she found out about this issue. Beck stated that in 
emergency circumstances when every second counts, the shackles get In the way. She stated only a few slides to 
educate those involved is all that is necessary.

Jessica Pabst (Advocacy Director SSM Health Care) 

Pabst stated that all the issues identified last year have been taken care of and they are comfortable with the 
legislation. She stated that is good when pro-life and pro-choice organizations are both in favor of the bill.

SB 198 (Schaaf) - Enacts a regulatory scheme for weigh station and inspection site bypass services. 

Sen. Schaaf stated it costs $9 when a truck sits in a weigh station line and there is technology which allows them to 
bypass weigh scales and still be weighed in, but only one company PrePass provides that in Missouri. He stated that 
employees of MoDOT sit on the company's board and they don't allow the sharing of data. Sen. Schaaf state it is 
costing the state money and this will move the scales under the Highway Patrol from MoDOT and require the sharing 
of data. He stated it will provide consistent rules and no arbitrary limits on the number of sites. Sen. Schaaf indicated 
the fiscal note costs can be removed with one sentence in the legislation. 
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• Sen. Schatz asked how this will save money? Sen. Schaaf stated they won't have to have staff to run weigh 
station. Sen. Schatz stated that if the vehicle is out of compliance it will still have to pull over and so the weigh 
stations will still need to be staffed. Sen. Schaaf stated that this will allow more collection of better data and 
facilitate competition to allow lower cost. 

• Sen. Libia stated that the users pay for system when it is going and would like to visit with someone from the 
company. 

• Sen. Munziinger asked who paid for the weigh and motion systems currently in place? Sen. Schaaf stated that 
we "the state" pays for the data and we should have access to it. Sen. Munziinger asked who should have 
access? Sen. Schaaf indicated the people of Missouri. Sen. Munziinger stated if this is another company who 
wants the data, they should pay for it. Sen. Schaaf stated that is not what he is talking about. He stated that 
MoDOT gets all the information after the fact and we can't get it from MoDOT, it is not able to be sunshined. 

• Sen. Munziinger indicated he would like to allow competition, but would like more information. 

• Sen. Schatz stated this is about the equipment which reads weight and motion and the sharing of that 
equipment and should a company have to place new equipment when it already exist? 

Brian Heath (Drivewyze) 

Heath stated that there are conditions which stop them from operating in Missouri. He stated regulators sit on a 
competitor's company's board and this is a corrupt process. He would like a fair and level playing field and to let the 
marketplace decide. 

• Sen. Libia asked If Heath had called the Highway Patrol and MoDOT corrupt? Heath stated no, he called the 
process corrupt and that they had been Involved in a pilot program which had been "killed". Sen. Libia asked 
for more information on the pilot and if Heath had gotten any money from Missouri for the pilot? Heath 
stated no.

Heath 
indicated that Is unique. 

• Sen. Libia indicated that MoDOT has an RFP out right now and Drivewyze has an opportunity. Heath indicated 
the RFP was not fair and grandfathers the prior company in. 

• Sen. Dixon asked about the pilot project? Health stated the pilot was a way to share information and it had 
been successful and had no written complaints. 

• Sen. Dixon asked why it had not moved forward? Heath stated because the Col. of the Highway Patrol sat on 
the company's board. Sen. Dixon asked If the pilot was not successful because It was not 100% accurate? 
Heath stated they were asked to meet a requirement they were not allowed to meet. Sen. Dixon stated they 
were not 100% accurate and it was based on cell phone technology. Heath state it was based on cellular 
technology not cell phones and the devices use GPS and cellular service. Sen. DIx state It was subject to 
network outages. 

• Sen. Dixon indicated Drivewyze had told him that Prime was a customer, but when he talked to Prime they are 
not a currently a customer. Heath stated they are not currently a customer, but use his technology. 

• Heath indicated that new companies have to have ASTM level 3 equipment, but PrePass can use the ASTM 
level 2 equipment. He asked for a level playing field. 

• Sen. Schatz stated Heath might want to say "conflict of interest" instead of "corrupt". 

• Heath stated that under PrePass the shareholders are getting the money. Sen. Libia stated that HELP and 
PrePass are public-private partnerships and don't have shareholders.

(?)Robert Glenn (St. Louis Taxi Driver) 

Glenn indicated he has to pay for yearly physicals and taxes and that those cost should be applied to all.

She Indicated there are two cases currently in Missouri and that they support the bill. 

Kaycee Nail (Lobbyist March of Dimes, Missouri)

SB 198 (Schaaf) - Enacts a regulatory scheme for weigh station and inspection site bypass services. 

Sen. Schaaf stated it costs $9 when a truck sits in a weigh station line and there is technology which allows them to 
bypass weigh scales and still be weighed in, but only one company PrePass provides that in Missouri. He stated that 
employees of MoDOT sit on the company's board and they don't allow the sharing of data. Sen. Schaaf state it is 
costing the state money and this will move the scales under the Highway Patrol from MoDOT and require the sharing 
of data. He stated it will provide consistent rules and no arbitrary limits on the number of sites. Sen. Schaaf indicated 
the fiscal note costs can be removed with one sentence in the legislation. 
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• Sen. Schatz asked how this will save money? Sen. Schaaf stated they won't have to have staff to run weigh 
station. Sen. Schatz stated that if the vehicle is out of compliance it will still have to pull over and so the weigh 
stations will still need to be staffed. Sen. Schaaf stated that this will allow more collection of better data and 
facilitate competition to allow lower cost. 

• Sen. Libia stated that the users pay for system when it is going and would like to visit with someone from the 
company. 

• Sen. Munziinger asked who paid for the weigh and motion systems currently in place? Sen. Schaaf stated that 
we "the state" pays for the data and we should have access to it. Sen. Munziinger asked who should have 
access? Sen. Schaaf indicated the people of Missouri. Sen. Munziinger stated if this is another company who 
wants the data, they should pay for it. Sen. Schaaf stated that is not what he is talking about. He stated that 
MoDOT gets all the information after the fact and we can't get it from MoDOT, it is not able to be sunshined. 

• Sen. Munziinger indicated he would like to allow competition, but would like more information. 

• Sen. Schatz stated this is about the equipment which reads weight and motion and the sharing of that 
equipment and should a company have to place new equipment when it already exist? 

Brian Heath (Drivewyze) 

Heath stated that there are conditions which stop them from operating in Missouri. He stated regulators sit on a 
competitor's company's board and this is a corrupt process. He would like a fair and level playing field and to let the 
marketplace decide. 

• Sen. Libia asked If Heath had called the Highway Patrol and MoDOT corrupt? Heath stated no, he called the 
process corrupt and that they had been Involved in a pilot program which had been "killed". Sen. Libia asked 
for more information on the pilot and if Heath had gotten any money from Missouri for the pilot? Heath 
stated no. 

• Sen. Libia asked how much Drivewyze has Invested in Missouri? Heath state they have invested in the 
technology and in personnel. Sen. Libia asked for a list of state where Drivewyze has been installed. Heath 
indicated that Is unique. 

• Sen. Libia indicated that MoDOT has an RFP out right now and Drivewyze has an opportunity. Heath indicated 
the RFP was not fair and grandfathers the prior company in. 

• Sen. Dixon asked about the pilot project? Health stated the pilot was a way to share information and it had 
been successful and had no written complaints. 

• Sen. Dixon asked why it had not moved forward? Heath stated because the Col. of the Highway Patrol sat on 
the company's board. Sen. Dixon asked If the pilot was not successful because It was not 100% accurate? 
Heath stated they were asked to meet a requirement they were not allowed to meet. Sen. Dixon stated they 
were not 100% accurate and it was based on cell phone technology. Heath state it was based on cellular 
technology not cell phones and the devices use GPS and cellular service. Sen. DIx state It was subject to 
network outages. 

• Sen. Dixon indicated Drivewyze had told him that Prime was a customer, but when he talked to Prime they are 
not a currently a customer. Heath stated they are not currently a customer, but use his technology. 

• Heath indicated that new companies have to have ASTM level 3 equipment, but PrePass can use the ASTM 
level 2 equipment. He asked for a level playing field. 

• Sen. Schatz stated Heath might want to say "conflict of interest" instead of "corrupt". 

• Heath stated that under PrePass the shareholders are getting the money. Sen. Libia stated that HELP and 
PrePass are public-private partnerships and don't have shareholders.

"I think a lot of advocates believe that those types of bills and that type of language is the future of 
discrimination," Green said. 

Last year, Missouri lawmakers killed a measure that several other GOP-led states approved letting companies cite 
a religious objection in denying employment or services. Such proposals - including a federal one applying to 
government contractors - were decried as discriminatory against the LGBT community, but Green said it's not too 
far a stretch to imagine similar legislation targeting women for their pregnaney deeisions.

On Thursday, the Arkansas Supreme Court struck down a 
city ordinance banning discrimination based on sexual orientation or gender identity beeause of a state law 
prohibiting such local protections. 

Employment lawyer Ben Westhoff said the St. Louis ordinanee would "more explieitly stake out a proteeted elass 
for women." But, he said current law likely already allows women to sue for sex diserimination if they're penalized 
based on reproductive health decisions. 
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The ordinance also includes an exception for religious institutions, religious health care facilities or "any 
educational institution with historic religious affiliation." Still, the Archdiocese of St. Louis plans to take legal 
action opposing it because it wouldn't allow small business owners to act in accordance with their religious beliefs, 
general counsel Thomas Buckley said. 

Missouri Sen. Wayne Wallingford, a Republican from Cape Girardeau, has filed legislation essentially negating the 
St. Louis ordinance. He argues that the measure doesn't extend the same level of protection to crisis pregnancy 
centers and other facilities that encourage women to choose alternatives to abortion. 

"I can't change my race; I can't change my color, my age ... whether I'm paralyzed. These are things you have no 
control over," Wallingford said. "But now you could discriminate against a behavior" instead of an attribute 
protected by the law. 

Andrea Miller, the president of the National Institute for Reproductive Health, said the nondiscrimination 
ordinances are part of a "groundswell" of reproductive health measures passing at the city and state levels. 

Between 2010 and 2016, states have enacted more than 330 measures to restrict abortion access, according to the 
Guttmacher Institute. Miller said that over that time, cities have taken an active role in protecting abortion and 
contraceptive rights. 

"Elected officials in cities understand intimately the needs of their constituencies," Miller said. "Especially with 
the movement of states in the opposite directions, cities have a real opportunity to just address the real needs that 
they see day to day."

Sen. Schaaf stated it costs $9 when a truck sits in a weigh station line and there is technology which allows them to 
bypass weigh scales and still be weighed in, but only one company PrePass provides that in Missouri. He stated that 
employees of MoDOT sit on the company's board and they don't allow the sharing of data. Sen. Schaaf state it is 
costing the state money and this will move the scales under the Highway Patrol from MoDOT and require the sharing 
of data. He stated it will provide consistent rules and no arbitrary limits on the number of sites. Sen. Schaaf indicated 
the fiscal note costs can be removed with one sentence in the legislation.

• Sen. Libia asked how much Drivewyze has Invested In Missouri? Heath state they have invested in the 
technology and in personnel. Sen. Libia asked for a list of state where Drivewyze has been Installed. Heath 
indicated that is unique. 

• Sen. Libia Indicated that MoDOT has an RFP out right now and Drivewyze has an opportunity. Heath indicated 
the RFP was not fair and grandfathers the prior company in. 

• Sen. Dixon asked about the pilot project? Health stated the pilot was a way to share information and it had 
been successful and had no written complaints. 

• Sen. Dixon asked why it had not moved forward? Heath stated because the Col. of the Highway Patrol sat on 
the company's board. Sen. Dixon asked If the pilot was not successful because It was not 100% accurate? 
Heath stated they were asked to meet a requirement they were not allowed to meet. Sen. Dixon stated they 
were not 100% accurate and it was based on cell phone technology. Heath state it was based on cellular 
technology not cell phones and the devices use GPS and cellular service. Sen. Dix state it was subject to 
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network outages. 

• Sen. Dixon indicated Drivewyze had told him that Prime was a customer, but when he talked to Prime they are 
not a currently a customer. Heath stated they are not currently a customer, but use his technology. 

• Heath indicated that new companies have to have ASTM level 3 equipment, but PrePass can use the ASTM 
level 2 equipment. He asked for a level playing field. 

• Sen. Schatz stated Heath might want to say "conflict of Interest" Instead of "corrupt". 

• Heath stated that under PrePass the shareholders are getting the money. Sen. Libia stated that HELP and 
PrePass are public-private partnerships and don't have shareholders. 

• Heath stated they are willing to share the cost for the access. 

Richard McIntosh (Lobbyist, Drivewyze) 

McIntosh stated they are not asking for a free ride and had tried all other options and this was the last resort. He 
stated the RFP requires new companies to meet standards the existing companies are not required to meet. 

David Binder (Drivewyze) 

Binder stated he spent 25 years in law enforcement and the MSHP is the premier agency who we look to for best 
practices. He stated in Florida the highway patrol has removed themselves from the PrePass Board. He stated they 
can do dynamic messaging and that other companies aren't being made to do what they can do. He stated it is not 
fair that Drivewyze has to do what the other companies do, but the other companies don't have to do what Drivewyze 
does. 

• Sen. Libia Indicated he was glad the boards exist and they provide a valuable service. 

The committee adjourned due to the time and will continue this hearing next week.
